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Claim 8. (Currently amended): A pharmaceutical combination comprising a compound 
according to claim 1 or claim 2 in free form or in a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt form and a 
further agent selected from immunosuppressive, immunomodulating, anti-inflammatory, 
antiproliferative, antineoplatic, chemotherapeutic, anti-infective, anti-viral, and antibiotic agents, 
and agents for the treatment of acute myeloid leukemia. 

Claim 9. (Original): Combination according to claim 8 comprising an antiretroviral agent, in 
particular an anti-HIV agent 

Claim 10. (Original): Use of a combination according to claim 9 for the manufacture of a 
medicament for preventing or combating an infectious disease, in particular viral infection or 
progression of AIDS.

Claim 12. (New) The method of claim 6 wherein said infectious disease is a viral infection. 
Claim 13. (New) The method of claim 12 wherein said viral infection is AIDS. 
Claim 14. (New) The method of claim 1 1 wherein the condition is a viral infection.
